MAY 8,1945: The day war came to an end in Europe 

V for victory

Exactly 70 years ago, crowds 
lined the streets of Kingston 
to celebrate victory in Europe 
- and then proceeded to mill 
about aimlessly. 

Though the streets were dec¬ 
orated to mark the Allies’ tri¬ 
umph there were no official 
events planned. 

As our sister newspaper the 
Surrey Comet reported the 
following day: “Thunder - 
lightning - storm - then one of 
the brightest of English 
spring mornings, all the fresh¬ 
er to the eye and the senses for 
the climatic upheaval of the 
night before. Thus was Victo¬ 
ry in Europe presaged, thus 
did it break in Kingston and 
district. It was symbolic. 

“But for hundreds in 
Kingston and other towns lo¬ 
cally the day, apart from being 
a holiday, was a flop. There 
were no official ceremonies to 
focus the enthusiasm of the 


large crowds, which gathered 
first in front of the municipal 
offices. They were left flat, dis¬ 
appointed, and all that re¬ 
mained for them was to 
wander about the streets. 

“Deprived of any opportuni¬ 
ty to celebrate as they wished 
to, thousands invaded the sta¬ 
tions and flocked to London, 
there, with tens of thousands 
of others, to let loose their 
pent-up feelings.” 

However, the Comet noted, 
the “little streets” did well 
with tea parties and 
Churchill’s victory speech 
piped over loudspeakers. 

In Sycamore Grove, New 
Malden, some 100 children en¬ 
joyed cakes baked by neigh¬ 
bours in celebration. 

Julie Middleditch, who lived 
in Cardinal Avenue, Kingston, 
said: “I remember the street 
party, with a big line of trestle 
tables out in the street. We had 
jellies and blancmange, fish 
paste sandwiches and jam 
tarts. There was a fancy dress 
competition and I won second 
prize as Miss America.”

Douglas Reynolds, also of 
Kingston, was on active ser¬ 
vice with the RAF near 
Burma on VE Day. 

He said: “As you can well 
imagine, we thought it would 
be a very good occasion to 
have a drink, but we had no 
alcohol in the squadron. 

“We used to fly all over the 
place, so it was quite easy for 
the officers to take a plane and 
disappear and come back 
again, and they brought back 
drinks so we could celebrate.” 

Disabled war veterans at the 
Royal Star and Garter home in 
Richmond toasted King 
George VI and Queen consort 
Elizabeth before sitting down 
to a celebratory lunch of roast 


beef and Yorkshire pudding. 

There were mixed emotions 
- victory had been declared, 
but the residents had lost 
much. 

The Richmond home was 
decked out in bunting and 
flags, and a toast was raised to 
King George, Queen Elizabeth 
and Queen Mary to mark their 
“sterling services rendered 
during the great struggle”. 

The victory celebrations are 
the subject of VE Day Remem¬ 
bered, a free audio-visual in¬ 
stallation at the Rose Theatre, 
open until Saturday, May 23. 

Visitors to the exhibition, 
compiled by multimedia pro¬ 
duction company Digital 
Drama, can step inside an

Anderson shelter to hear the 
memories of residents. 

Pupils from Milbourne 
Lodge school in Esher were 
among the first to get a 
glimpse of the new exhibit. 

After stepping inside the An¬ 
derson shelter, decorated with 
photos from the era, they 
watched a performance of The 
Boy in the Striped Pyjamas. 

Head of English Sara Ash¬ 
ford said her pupils were 
“very moved” by the tale of a 
child who befriends a boy 
through the fence of a concen¬ 
tration camp. 

She said: “Because the chil¬ 
dren playing those parts were 
probably about our children’s 
age, that was really effective.”

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QUEEN’S HEAD: Petition launched to save town boozer from property developers

A campaign to save a historic 
Kingston pub has been 
launched amid fears it could 
fall into the hands of proper¬ 
ty developers. 

Despite several rebrands, 
management changes and 
thousands of pounds of in¬ 
vestment, operator Punch 
Taverns is cutting its losses 
and selling the Queen’s Head 
in Richmond Road - for an 
asking price of about £1.6m. 

And now there is concern 
the pub could end up as a 
block of flats, a supermarket 
- or just stand empty like 
the nearby Richmond Park 
Tavern. 

Frankie Kearns, of the Park 
Brewery, a micro-brewery in 
Elm Road, said: “People are 
worried it will be flats. 

“We went to look at it partly 
out of curiosity, but also be¬ 
cause it has a stable out the 
back, which could make a 
beautiful brewery. 

“We talked about the possi¬ 
bility of running a brewery 
with somebody else running 
the pub and some funding. 

“But we feel that it will go 
to the developers unless 
someone has the time and 
energy to put together a 


community bid.” 

An online petition calling 
for the pub to be registered as 
a community asset has so 
far gained more than 300 
signatures. 

It states: “The public house 
is currently up for sale and 
the local community reject 
the threat of the potential 
closure and purchase by 
property developers.” 

It added: “We have already 
lost at least two local pubs 
over the years, the Richmond 
Park and the Alexandra Tav¬ 
ern are no more. 

“Camra suggests that as 
many as 29 pubs are closing 
every week. 

“Six hundred have already 
been listed as assets of com¬ 
munity value and therefore 
protected. Hopefully we will 
be able to add the Queen’s 
Head to that list with your 
help.” 

Glen Keywood, chairman of 
Burton Road, Richmond Park 
and Gibbon Road Residents’ 
Association, tweeted: “A 
shame, but no surprise. 

“Constant mismanagement 
- too big - whole place needs 
a rethink. It should thrive.” 

Andree Frieze tweeted: “Re¬ 
ally don’t want it standing 
empty like the Richmond 
Park Tavern.” 

The Queen’s Head was orig¬ 
inally built in the 1890s in

response to the opening of 
Kingston station. 

Over the years it had its 
name changed to Eddie 
Ryan’s and the Owl and the 
Pussycat. 

In 2012 Punch Taverns 
spent £350,000 on refurbish¬ 
ing the pub in a bid to attract 
more customers. 

Last June the pub was 
taken over by Ian and Elle 
Betchley, who renamed it the 
Queen’s Gastro Bar, with an 
emphasis on a “relaxed, fami¬ 
ly atmosphere”. 

A spokesman from Punch 
Taverns did not rule out of¬ 
fers from property develop¬ 
ers, but said: “Following a 
detailed review of our estate 
and the historical perfor¬ 
mance of the pub, a decision 
was made to put the freehold 
of the Queen’s Head on the 
open market for sale. 

“There have been a number 
of offers to purchase the 
property, including offers 
from pub operators. 

“We are now considering 
those offers.”

Bank raises alarm over fraudster 
who stole £192k from elderly man 


A con man who scammed a pensioner 
out of nearly £200,000 has been jailed 
after a suspicious bank manager raised 
the alarm. 

Ashley Challis, 24, from Leicestershire, 
convinced an elderly man he was carry¬ 
ing out building work on his home that 
in fact had not taken place. 

That was until manager Jack Makins, 
from Lloyds TSB’s Surbiton branch, 
called detectives after growing suspi¬ 
cious about the “confused” pensioner’s 
cash withdrawals - which totalled 
£192,000 over five months. 

Mr Makins said: “It is great that the 
team here were able to help our cus¬ 
tomer and alert the police to this case. 

“We are always vigilant and on the 
lookout for suspicious activity, and it is 
important that if a customer thinks they 
may have fallen victim to a scam, that 
they contact us so we can help out as 
quickly as possible.” 

Kingston police said the complex inves¬ 
tigation began with the elderly man’s 
complaint in October 2013 and ended last 
Thursday when Challis, who had been 
arrested in Leicestershire, was jailed for 
16 months. 

A police spokesman said: “The investi¬ 
gation was complex with a number of 
leads to follow up on all over the country. 

“The case shows strong determination 
from Kingston’s detectives investigating 
a complex matter that took a number of 
months to locate and deal with.” 

A Lloyds spokesman said: “Lloyds 
bank takes the security of its customers 
very seriously. 

“We invest heavily in educating our 
customers about scams both through di¬ 
rect messages and via Government and 
industry initiatives. 

“Where customers believe they may 
have fallen victim to a scam they should 


contact us as soon as possible so that we 
can work with them to assess their indi¬ 
vidual circumstances.” 

Challis admitted money laundering, 
and was jailed for 16 months at 
Kingston Crown Court on Thursday, 
May 7.

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OFSTED INSPECTION: Quality of teaching under fire at £8,000-a-year private school 

School is told ‘must do better’

An £8,000-a-year independent 
school has been told it 
needs to improve by Ofsted 
inspectors. 

Westbury House School, for 
children aged three to 11, was 
inspected by Ofsted over two 
days in March. 

A report found the quality of 
teaching, achievement of 
pupils and the leadership and 
management all required 
improvement. 

The school, in Westbury 
Road, New Malden, was previ¬ 
ously rated good when it was 
inspected in November 2011. 

Strengths identified at West¬ 
bury House included good 
achievements in English, good 
early years provision and 
pupils’ behaviour and safety. 

But pupils’ progress in 
mathematics was “too slow”, 
while procedures to monitor 
pupil progress and staff per¬ 
formance were “not suffi¬ 
ciently well developed”. 

To improve, the school was 
told to speed up rates of 
progress in mathematics, re¬ 
place poor quality resources 
and strengthen leadership, 
management and quality of 
teaching. 

It was also told to make a 


series of changes to bring it in 
line with independent school 
standards. 

Rosalyn Holiday, acting 
headteacher at the school, 
said: “We are disappointed be¬ 
cause we don’t think it is a fair 
reflection. It does not seem to 
understand what we do as a 
school. 

“But we are working on im¬ 
provements - we were in the 
process of improving even be¬ 
fore they came. It is a shame 
they came before they could 
see the results. We know what 
we need to fix. 

“The school is still sending 
children to their first choice 
secondary school - a measure 
of success. 

“We were good before and 
we want to be outstanding.” 

She said she did not believe 
the report was “factually 
accurate”. 

Bob Stapley, London region¬ 
al secretary for the National 
Union of Teachers, said: “Ofst¬ 
ed is a blunt instrument 
for bringing about school 
improvement. 

“Their reports represent 
only a snapshot of the work 
being undertaken in a school. 
Inspections are short and un¬ 
dertaken at short notice. 

“We believe that schools 
should engage in ongoing self- 
evaluation and improvement 
based upon the professional 


judgement of those with the 
deepest knowledge of the 
school and its pupils. 

“I have never known a 
school community that did not 
want to improve outcomes for 
pupils. This comes from the 
contribution of hardworking 
teachers, school leadership, 


support staff and parents. 

“It is to be hoped that harsh 
Ofsted judgements do not un¬ 
dermine the confidence of 
parents in a school and the 
partnership between parents 
and teachers which is funda¬ 
mental to achieving good 
outcomes for pupils.” 


Westbury House was found¬ 
ed almost 50 years ago and 
currently has 104 pupils. 

From September, the school 
will increase its fees to £3,060- 
a-term for early-years pupils, 
£3,160-a-term for key stage 1 
pupils, and £3,360-a-term for 
key stage 2 pupils.

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Supermarket’s above-market-price bid to residents 

Lidl’s special offers 
to buy nearby homes

Lidl in Chessington has ap¬ 
proached nearby residents with 
above-market-value offers to buy 
their homes in a suspected ex¬ 
pansion plan. 

The Leatherhead Road store, 
built in 2008, has proved even 
more popular than the German 
company envisioned, with park¬ 
ing being a particular issue. 

The Chessington District Resi¬ 
dents’ Association has said resi¬ 
dents of Sussex Gardens, behind 
the shop, have been approached 
by the chain. 

Chairman Jim Taylor said: 
“The people concerned have 
come and spoken to us. 

“They [Lidl] are trying to buy 
properties in Sussex Gardens. 
They’ve been offering full market 
price, plus 10 per cent. 

“That didn’t seem to go down 
very well. They came back with 
the offer of buying half their gar¬ 
dens on the same principle. 

“They seem eager to expand 
their parking area, but aren’t 
being able to at the moment. 

“All we know at the 
moment is that the Lidl’s popu¬ 
larity has outstripped its space, 
and it’s got to have more deliver¬ 
ies, for which it got permission. 

“It doesn’t have sufficient park¬ 
ing space to accommodate the 
customers that want to use it. 

“This causes a bit of chaos out 
in the road. As they try to come 


in and leave they get all tangled 
up, especially when they go to¬ 
wards the south.” 

A Lidl spokeswoman said: “As 
part of Lidl UK’s ongoing expan¬ 
sion plans we are always looking 
at different ways to improve our 
existing stores, which will often 
include researching opportuni¬ 
ties to acquire additional land.” 

Lidl has previously faced com¬ 
plaints over the increased vol¬ 
ume of its deliveries to 
Leatherhead Road, particularly 
from residents living above the 
store. 


As a result of its unexpected 
success, the store was breaching 
its planning consent by having 
three stock deliveries a day in¬ 
stead of one. 

Last year it successfully ap¬ 
plied to increase the number of 
deliveries per day. 

Lidl also owns the site of the 
former Organ and Dragon pub in 
Ewell, and last year unsuccess¬ 
fully tried to buy homes sur¬ 
rounding the land. 

A planning application for the 
site is yet to be submitted to 
Epsom and Ewell Council. 


Apartments plan for 
former register office 



The place where generations 
of births, deaths and mar¬ 
riages have been registered in 
Kingston appears destined to 
become an apartment block. 

The first prospective plan¬ 
ning application to turn 
Kingston register office in 
Coombe Road into flats has 
been submitted to Kingston 
Council. 

Although the Victorian-era 
building - valued at more 
than £1.5m - has not yet 


been sold, Wimbledon-based 
developers Indigo Planning 
have put in speculative plans 
to convert the ground and 
first floors into nine self-con¬ 
tained homes. 

A response date to the pro¬ 
posal has been set as June 1. 

Kingston Council put the of¬ 
fice up for sale in March to 
generate money for the capi¬ 
tal programme.

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Early starter saves 
woman from river

A police officer on his way to 
work saved a young woman from 
drowning after deciding to leave 
home 10 minutes earlier than 
usual. 

Sergeant Steve Rees, 50, was cy¬ 
cling to his morning shift just be¬ 
fore 6am on Saturday when 
something caught his eye on 
Kingston Bridge. 

Minutes later he was rescuing a 
troubled woman who had jumped 
from the bridge and into the 
freezing Thames water below. 

He said: “I saw something out of 
the corner of my eye going over 
the side of the bridge. At first I 
thought it was a bird or fox, but I 
went to have a look because it 
was a bit unusual. 

“When I got up to the bridge I 
saw the girl on the ledge. She was 
obviously extremely distressed.” 

Despite Sgt Rees’ efforts he was 
unable to talk the woman down 
from the bridge. 

He said: “I was trying to con¬ 
vince her to come down, but she 
didn’t want to talk. I was on the 
phone to the police and she just 
jumped in. 

“It was quite a height and I 
could see her struggling in the 


water and floating towards the 
shops by the side of the river 
caught in the stream. 

“All I could see was the top of 
her head. I thought she was not 
going to get out alive.” 

Sgt Rees jumped on his bike 
and followed her downstream be¬ 
fore grabbing a life ring, throw¬ 
ing it in the river and pulling her 
out. 

He said: “She got just close 
enough to the edge for me to grab 
her and pull her out. She was 
freezing. I thought she had hy¬ 
pothermia. I put her on a bench 
and that’s when the other police 
officers turned up.” 

The woman, believed to be in 
her early 20s, was taken to St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting. 


And despite his heroics, Sgt 
Rees still made it to work on time. 

Sgt Rees, who has been a police 
officer for 28 years, said anyone 
would have done the same thing 
in his position. 

He said: “I was just in the right 
place at the right time. It was just 
lucky I left for work a bit early 
that day.” 

Kingston borough commander 
Glenn Tunstall was quick to 
praise the officer. 

He said: “In saving this per¬ 
son’s life, Steven has demonstrat¬ 
ed the core values of the 
Metropolitan Police Service and 
all of his colleagues at Kingston 
and within the Met detention 
command are very proud of his 
actions.” 



Brown’s old home was in Hook 


The music world last week 
paid tribute to former Hot 
Chocolate singer Errol 
Brown, who died at the 
age of 71.

You Sexy Thing, Every l’s 
a Winner, So You Win 
Again and It Started With 
a Kiss, the band hit their 
peak in the 1970s and 
1980s, with Brown’s dis¬ 
tinctive soul voice becom¬ 
ing the group’strademark. 

What is less known is 


that 30 years ago, Brown 
once lived in Hook, ac¬ 
cording to a former 
Kingston councillor. 

Mary Reid, from Clayton 
Road, said: “He lived for a 
while in that lovely white 
Victorian house in Hook 
Road, and I remember him 
popping in for services on 
a couple of occasions at St 
Paul’s. 

“We looked round the 
house when we were 
house hunting and were 


very impressed by all the 
gold discs on the walls. 

“It is sad he has died.” 

Brown moved to Britain 
from Jamaica at the age of 
12. He was made an MBE 
by the Queen in 2003 and 
received an Ivor Novello 
award a year later for his 
outstanding contribution 
to British music. 

His manager Phil Dale 
said: “His greatest legacy 
is that his music will live 
on.”

Back to work after dramatic win

Win an election, grab an 
hour’s sleep, and head off 
for a spot of volunteering. 

Kingston’s new Conserva¬ 
tive MP Janies Berry 
marked his first day as a 
parliamentarian by pitching 
up to his regular shift as a 
volunteer at Kingston 
Hospital. 

Mr Berry has been visiting 
Kingston’s Hardy Ward for 
more than a year, including 
as part of the dining com¬ 
panions initiative, where 
volunteers spend lunch¬ 
times with patients as a 
friendly face and a way to re¬ 
lieve pressure on staff. 

On Friday he was wel¬ 
comed back by staff and 
congratulated on his dra¬ 
matic victory over Liberal 
Democrat incumbent Ed¬ 
ward Davey. 

Five years ago, Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
promised Kingston Hospital 
had a safe future under a 
Conservative Government. 

But this year hospital boss¬ 
es announced that they had 
been forced to run the trust 
at a £15m deficit due to “ex¬ 
treme pressure” from the 
previous coalition’s austeri¬ 
ty measures. 

Refurbishment of the 


accident and emergency 
department has been 
postponed. 

Questioned over Kingston 
Hospital’s current deficit 
Mr Berry said: “Trusts 


shouldn’t be running in 
deficit if [NHS England 
boss] Simon Stevens’ plan 
[for £8bn extra for the NHS] 
is fully funded and we have 
pledged to do that. 


“I think it’s the duty of a 
local MP to fight for local 
NHS services and that’s ex¬ 
actly what I will do.” 

Asked if he would simply 
toe the party line in the 


Commons, as a new MP, he 
said: “Whatever bill, as an 
MP, that I’m asked to vote 
on, I will be scrutinising it 
[based on] what is suitable 
for the people of Kingston 
and Surbiton. 

“We’re a political party 
with quite a wide range of 
views. That’s encouraged. 

“At the moment what 
we’re trying to do is finish 
the job. 

“That does need some dis¬ 
cipline and I’m happy to 
stand on the Conservative 
manifesto.” 

Speaking to Mr Davey’s 
criticism before the vote of 
his lack of local back¬ 
ground, Mr Berry said: 
“This is just nonsense from 
the Lib Dems. 

“After being selected I 
moved to the borough and 
that’s where I’m living as 
the MP. 

“This from Westminster 
thing is completely ridicu¬ 
lous. I’m not from Westmin¬ 
ster, I’m from Canterbury. 

“It made a lovely line for 
an attack leaflet. 

“Ed Davey is from 
Nottingham.” 

First-week priorities in¬ 
cluded meeting Kingston 
Council leader Kevin Davis 
to discuss plans for more 
primary schools, and lobby¬ 
ing South West Trains over 
“unsafe” overcrowding at 
Surbiton, he added.

Ed Davey held back tears 
as he was sensationally 
ousted from the Kingston 
and Surbiton seat he had 
held since 1997 at last 
week’s general election. 

The longstanding Lib¬ 
eral Democrat MP - pre¬ 
viously the coalition 
Government’s Energy 
Secretary - lost by more 
than 2,800 votes to 
Conservative candidate 
James Berry. 

Both candidates ar¬ 
rived at the count, held at 
King’s Centre in Chess- 
ington, shortly before the 
declaration at 3.30am. 

Mr Davey declined to 
talk to the press before 
the declaration - which 
journalists took as an in¬ 
dication he knew what 
was to come. 

But as he left the stage, 
Mr Davey said: “When I 
was out canvassing today 
I had a man tell me 
‘You’ll be fine, Ed’. I wish 
I had a vote for all the 
people who told me I 
would be fine. 

“I think we are seeing a 
national thing here. We 
have had a very bad 


night nationally. 

“I am proud to have 
served the people of Sur¬ 
biton and Kingston for 18 
years. 

“I found an awful lot of 
people wanted to vote for 
me, but not my party, and 
what we have now in 
Britain is a very worry¬ 
ing situation. 

“I think there is a huge 
need in Britain for the 
strong Liberal voice 
which we will no longer 
have. 

“Now I am going home 
to see more of my wife 
and children.” 

Asked what he hoped 
Mr Berry would carry on 
doing for the Surbiton 
and Kingston con¬ 
stituents, he said: “The 
thing I’m most proud of 
is helping individuals. 

“You should under¬ 
stand the problems they 
are facing. People think 
it is a rich borough, but 
there are some people in 
real need here.” 

Mr Davey was the 4/9 
favourite to keep the seat 
he had held for 18 years 
the day before the count. 

But by 2am on Friday 
morning rumours were 
rife that Mr Berry had 
pulled off a considerable 
shock. 


Following his win, Mr 
Berry said: “I’m feeling 
exhilarated. 

“I think we fought a re¬ 
ally long and hard cam¬ 
paign. I have spoken to 
thousands and thou¬ 
sands of residents and I 
feel that our message got 
across. 

“Ed Davey supported 
the people of Kingston 
and Surbiton for 18 
years, but at the end of 
the day the Liberal 
Democrat Party did not 
have a message which 
appealed to the people 
during this general 
election. 

Councillor Liz Green, 
leader of the Liberal 
Democrat opposition, 
said: “I am gutted, abso¬ 
lutely gutted. Ed has 
done a lot for this bor¬ 
ough and I am wary 
about how James Berry 
could do half as much as 
Ed for this constituency. 

“This is a very sad day 
for Kingston.” 

Kingston Council lead¬ 
er Kevin Davis said: “I 
am really pleased for 
James. I never really 
thought Ed could topple, 
but we had a strong 
majority. 

“I have grown to like 
James.” 


POSITIVES 


Labour increased its share of 
the vote in Kingston, seemingly 
at the expense of Mr Davey and 
the Lib Dems. 

Lee Godfrey took 14 per cent 
of the vote, a 5 per cent in¬ 
crease on the 2010 election. 

Mr Godfrey said: “This is a 
positive result for us. 

“We have increased our vote 
and this gives us a good start 
for the mayoral elections and 
the locals in 2018.” 

UKIP’s Ben Roberts almost 
tripled his party’s share of the 
vote from 2.5 per cent in 2010 
to 7 per cent. 

Mr Roberts said: “I am really 
proud to have managed to get 
more than 4,000 people out to 
vote for me and for UKIP - a 
party going in the right 
direction. 

“This is not the end, this is 
just the start.” 

Green Party candidate Clare 
Keogh quadrupled the party’s 
vote share, but just missed out 
on getting back her £500 
deposit. 

Miss Keogh also showed off 
her Irish dancing skills as the 
votes were being counted. 

She said just before the can¬ 
didates were called to the podi¬ 
um: “It’s a really exciting night. 

“We were sure Ed Davey 
would keep his seat.”

This is a letter to Peter Tread- 
gold, the mini-Holland project 
manager. 

Following receipt of your letter, 
dated March 16,1 contacted your 
project manager to express my 
concerns. 

I sent a comprehensive re¬ 
sponse to your “consultation”. 
This was published in its entirety 
by the local press. 

To date, I have not received an 
acknowledgment, response or in¬ 
vitation to a subsequent meeting. 
All of which I find discourteous, 
to say the least. 

I asked, as there were consider¬ 
able changes to the scheme, if ev¬ 
erybody would be re-consulted. 

I was told that this was not nec¬ 
essary as everyone had already 
sent in their comments. I had 
been involved in that second 
meeting when the changes were 
agreed. 

I referred to some of the 


questions posed in my letter of 
March 1, namely whether the po¬ 
lice, fire and ambulance services 
had been consulted and had sub¬ 
mitted formal responses. 

I was assured all this had been 
done and responses had been re¬ 
ceived and taken into account. 

The project manager seemed to 
be taken aback when I asked to 
see copies of the emergency ser¬ 
vices’ responses. He said he 
would have to check with senior 
officers and that he would get 
back to me. That was four weeks 
ago. I am, therefore, obliged to re¬ 
quest, under the Freedom of In¬ 
formation act, that information. 

I have to express my concerns 
on the failure of your own de¬ 
partment to implement your own 
not-fit-for-purpose consultation 
procedures. I also express my 
concerns as a taxpayer on being 
misled by officers of the council. 

Your strategy for the 


Portsmouth Road scheme identi¬ 
fied two groups of stakeholders 
and how each group would be 
dealt with. 

Group one was residents and 
group two those with an interest 
in the scheme. 

In this latter group, St 
Raphael’s Church was specifical¬ 
ly mentioned. 

Following the information pre¬ 
sentation on February 4,1 called 
in at St Raphael’s on the way 
home. They had no knowledge of 
your consultation even at that 
late date. 

I understand they contacted 
you shortly afterwards for 
information. 

I hope that others will join me 
in seeking full formal consulta¬ 
tion over all information in the 
public domain for the public to 
make informed comments.

Less safe 
than before 

I am writing to express my con¬ 
cerns over the cycleway being built 
in Walton. 

I do so as an experienced cyclist 
and cycling instructor. 

What is being built is not fit for 
purpose and is an expensive waste 
of resources and opportunity. 

Surrey has managed to take an 
initially poor design and, through 
the consultation process, make it 
worse and, finally, in its construc¬ 
tion, further added insult to injury. 

The cycle path was not intended 
to benefit so-called lycra-louts, it 
was made to encourage less experi¬ 
enced cyclists to take up riding. 

It was claimed on BBC Surrey 
that this design was inspired by 
Dutch cycle infrastructure, a coun¬ 
try where 70 per cent of journeys 
are by bike and no one feels the 
need to wear helmets. 

The Walton scheme is dangerous¬ 
ly removed from this ideal. In Hol¬ 
land, when a cycleway crosses a 
side road, the bike has right of way 
- along Walton, bikes must yield to 
traffic. 

I know I must do this, but how 
many less experienced riders will? 
How many seven-year-old kids will 
look left, right and backwards be¬ 
fore continuing on the cycleway? 

At junctions in Holland, the road 
is raised to force traffic to slow as 
bikes cross. There is no such pro¬ 
tection for Bridge Street, Hepworth 
Way and Terrace Road. 

The Kingston mini-Holland pro¬ 
posals for Portsmouth Road incor¬ 
porate this design, it is what the 
Department for Transport and 
Transport for London are adopting 
as the design stand for cycleways, 
yet Surrey’s planners have main¬ 
tained the out-dated design for 
Walton. 

Following the death of a cyclist in 
Richmond recently, the coroner 
condemned the cycle path design 
as contributing to the collision. It 
was exactly the design being built 
in Walton. 

There are good bits - the route 
across the bridge is excellent, but 
then it gets to the junction with 
Bridge Street and New Zealand Av¬ 
enue and cyclists must dismount 
or rejoin the roadway. 

There are five lanes of traffic 
here. Are the planners serious that 
2m could not be found to keep the 
route continuous? 

Despite popular myth, cyclists do 
not like riding on pavements, 
pedestrians are more unpre¬ 
dictable than cars, and the section 
of cycleway opposite the Heart has 
been widened by only 0.5m, while 
the opposite pavement is 5m wide. 

The whole of this scheme re¬ 
places cycle-motor vehicle conflict 
with cycle-pedestrian conflict. The 
north bank has sign-posts and bol¬ 
lards in the middle of the cycle 
pathway and strange give-way 
lines that defy anything in the 
Highway Code. 

Before the scheme was built, Wal¬ 
ton was an intimidating place to 
cycle, but, cycling on the road, you 
were sure of the right of way if you 
were happy to cycle in traffic. 

I will not use this pathway, and I 
would not encourage any confident 
cyclist to use the pathway, and here 
comes the final twist. I am safer on 
the road than the path but, because 
the roadway has been narrowed, I 
am less safe than I was. 

Some £1.5m has been spent mak¬ 
ing cycling in Walton less safe than 
it used to be. I would urge the coun¬ 
cil to delay further building and re¬ 
visit the key risks at the junctions.
